Lorenzo in the San Lazaro Hospital 
as being dangerous to public health. 
Lorenzo started Aabeas corpus pro~ 
ecedings in the Court of First In- 
stance of Manila for his immediate 
release on the ground that he was 
being illegally restrained of his 
liberty. He attacked the constitu- 
tionality of the law as being partial 
He also argued that 
leprosy is not a contagious disease. 


The Supreme Court also refused | 


the plea of Lprenzo to require the 


Trial Court to receive evidence to |’ 


determine if leprosy is or is not a 
contagious disease. 

On this point the” Court ruled: 
“In the case of a statute purport- 
ing to have been enacted in the in- 


terest of the public health, all ques- 


tions relating::te the determination 
of matters of fact are for the 
Legislature. If there ‘is a probable 
basis "for sustaining the conclusion 
reached, its findings are not subject 
to: judicial ‘review. The courts do 
sit to's resolve. conflicting 
theories.”

Sir Henry’ Campbell-Ban- 
nerman had, since February, 139, 
been accepted by the Liberal. party 
as its lender in the Houas of. Com- 
mons, but,his strong criticism of 
British methods of waging the 
South African War and his faith 
in Home Rule as the solution of 
Trish difficulties. had impaired ‘his 
hold over many ‘Liberal leaders 
of- an intellectual capacity mani- 
feetly .superior to his own. 
November, 1905, however, he had 
removed one obstacle to his acces- 
.8ion to supreme political power by 
assuring Mr. Asquith that he wavld 
not introduce a Home Rule Bill into 
the next Parliament, This concession 
rendered his appointment as Prime 
Minister more genctally acceptable, 
and, when Mr. Balfour resigned 
the King immediately sent for Sir 
Henry to take his place, The meet- 
ing was thoroughly good-humoured 
on both sides. . Campbeli-Banner- 
man accepted the King‘s invitation 
tu form: ‘n Ministry and kissed 
hands on his appointment as Prime 
Minister and First Lord of tho 
Treasury, 2 : 

: The King had first’. come into 
pérsonal association with Campbell- 
Bannerman when he was Seeretary 
‘of State for War-in the Liberal Gov- 
ernment ‘of 1899-5, and although he 
was not at one with Campbell- 
Bannerman in a scheme of Army 
Reform which then compelled: the 
withdrawal of the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, he could not withhold ‘ap- 
provel of his tactful handling of a

At 
Pert Said and other Eastern ports 
‘the method of bunkering is: some- 
what inhuman; men are converted 
into machines and thousands are 
employed in carrying small baskets 
of coal in, one continual stream 
from lighters to» the " -coalitig 
 hatehes. : 

A new device. has been tried at 
‘Havana by’ the Insular Coal Com 
“pany. * Huge contrivances re- 
sembling the towers of an Ameri- 
can battleship are placed on float. 
ing craft ‘and ‘from .the summit of 
this transporter the platforms pro- 
ject, over the ship. to be bunkered. 
Rising far above the funnel the 
coal is poured by means of 
machinery and elevators teeming 
coal into each side of the ship in 
one continuous stream, the encased 
vhoots entirely preventing any 

‘dust from escaping or blowing 
_ about the harbour. The coal 
paszes through the shoots directly 
into the. bankefs and no dust can 
“possibly eschpe, The coaling of 
' ships by means’ of this new device 
is so perfect that crews can con- 
‘tinue. to carry. on painting . the 
ship's aide whilst bunkering is in 
| Progress without ony ‘isk of the 
paint being’ spoilt by coal dust. 
‘Judging from reports which have |, 
. yeached us this method is far ahead 
‘of anything hitherto attempted at 
* homo or abroad. 

It would be well for those, who 
exercise authority over the methods 
of loading and discharging cargoes 

rin this ‘country to take a. trip
